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How Our New Postal Chief Gets the Job: Law or Politics?

Politically, I am pure as the driven snow. In the world of smoke-filled 
rooms, cigar-chewing party hacks, platforms and planks, I am naive—painfully 
so. Before I came to California, I thought that cross-filing was something 
done in a carpentry shop, that gerrymandering somehow concerned a type 
of lizard, that pork barrels were peculiar to eighteenth century delicatessens. 

Maybe it’s because of my sheltered background. I was raised in a carefully 
restricted suburb that was a bedroom community for commuters to New 
York City. We kept our prejudices in and Negroes out. I went to work on 
a metropolitan daily but was never assigned to a political beat. Then I 
went abroad and learned that international politics requires a diplomat to 
smile as he twists the knife in his neighbor’s sacroiliac. I became professionally 
cynical about all them there foreigners. In the States, at least, I mused, we 
keep our dirty politics as clean as possible. 

I guess my political education stemmed from school textbooks that told 
of all the fruits of the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
except one—plums. And now I have discovered that there’s a plum tree 
growing on the corner of Washington Ave. and Bailey St., in the United 
States Post Office, that is. 

Forgive my figures of speech. They’re part of the political knowhow (on 
the Whittier level) I have acquired as a result of the loss of my late, lamented 
innocence. Where did it go? I lost it in the post office. 

The Beginning of the End 

It all began a couple of months ago when I went to see Postmaster Charles 
E. Stonesipher on some routine matter concerning the magazine. On meeting 
him for the first time I realized that he was advanced in years and apparently 
not in the best of health. So, when the opportunity arose, I asked an acquaint- 
ance in the post office when Stonesipher was due for retirement. My. friend 
was vague about it—some time this summer, he thought. I made a mental 
note to do a story on his career: “probably colorful career, tell tales of 
Whittier’s growth, interesting character,” my note said. I promptly filed it in 
my capacious mental waste basket. 

Several weeks passed during which my only contact with postal affairs came 
when the tip of my tongue moistened its bi-weekly ration of two-cent stamps. 
Then my interest abruptly revived when genial Horace G. McConnell, our 
postman, walked in one day and handed us a card. This is what it said:

May the Best Man Win? . 

Mac told us that since there was a vacancy coming up, he thought he was 
the man for the job. He would appreciate anything we could do to help. 
We said we didn’t think we’d be much help, but Mac told us that he needed 
support since he was a Republican. I wondered at the time why his being 
a Republican had anything to do with getting the job. I didn’t know of any- 
one else wanting the job; besides, I had understood that the Post Office 
Department was under civil service and that, I thought, meant that the best- 
qualified man always got the job. 

Anyway, Mac’s card started me thinking about the postmastership again 
and I asked around a bit to find out when Stonesipher was due to resign. No 
one knew for sure, and since I couldn’t think of a better authority, I asked 
the postmaster himself. Some time in October, he ventured. He did not seem 
sure about the date. At that point in our conversation my friend Dick Harmon, 
of the Star-Reporter, came into the postmaster’s office. There was an em- 
barrassed pause. I did not particularly want Dick to happen upon the story 
if he didn’t already know about it. In a fraudulent burst of generosity, I offered 
to let him transact his business while I waited. He cheerfully lied that he 
had plenty of time and would wait me out. With bogus gallantry, I bowed 
out. 

Unfortunately I hadn’t learned much from Stonesipher beyond the fact that 
he claimed to be 77, was appointed to his job through the influence of the 
late Senator William McAdoo because “I was a good Democrat,’ and prior 
to his appointment in 1936 had been a real estate man, traveling salesman, 
builder, jeweler, hardware retailer, furniture businessman, undertaker, farmer, 
oil man and printer’s devil. He was born in Ohio and went from there to 
Illinois (where he attended Knox College) to Kansas, Colorado and California, 
coming to Whittier in 1922. He also told me he had organized a Democratic 
Club in Whittier that grew from 20 to 600 members, and had been a member 
of the county central Democratic committee. He said that postmasters retire 
at the age of 70, and after at least 15 years’ service. His 15 vears, he indicated, 
would be up this year. He added that present-day post office rules eliminate 
politics. Then he mentioned he’d heard Chief Newman aspired to the job. 

Chief Does Not Choose to Run 

After my failure to outstall Harmon, I went to see Newman, Whittier Col- 
lege coach, local insurance man and prominent Republican. Chief was properly 
surprised at the tidings but said something to the effect that really he did not 
want to be postmaster. 

At that point I decided I’d better talk to some Democrats. Now, unearth- 
ing a Democrat in Whittier is almost as hard as finding a practicing bartender 
here, but I had heard that Lawyer Clifford T. Vincent was an honest-to- 
goodness Democrat. He told me he was no longer active in party councils but 
that he surmised the Democratic majority in the U.S. Senate would not 
“honor” Republicans for federal jobs. Since no one I had talked with thus 
far seemed to think the Civil Service Commission had much say about who 
was to get the job, I asked Vincent to describe the actual procedure for 
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Incumbent Stonesipher 


appointing a new postmaster. He was vague about it so I rang up Dr. Ebon 
McGregor,, president of the Whittier Democratic Club. 

The doctor declared, ‘“Nobody’s ever asked us who’s to be appointed.” If 
he were asked, he said, he would recommend William H. Mitchener, present 
superintendent of mails and, incidentally, a Democrat.

Postal Obstetrics 

I must confess to being surprised that McGregor, the town’s No. 1 Democrat, 
hadn’t been consulted, so I decided to try to find out who had consulted 
whom. Some Republican friends of mine suggested I call Richard Richards, 
chairman of the Los Angeles County Democratic Central Committee. Before 
I got him on the phone, I had talked with some other well-informed citizens. 
None of them seemed to know just how a postmaster is born; at the same 
time no one seemed to think that civil service had much to do with the birth. 
The realistic ones merely said, “It’s politics,” while others professed to believe 
merit might have a little to do with the appointment. 

Still wondering how a new postmaster is brought into being, I asked Rich- 
ards to explain it to me. He was the first person I had talked with who was 
explicit. He said his committee had received a recommendation from its dele- 
gate from the 50th Assembly District, Mrs. Evelyn Johnson, of El Monte. 
He didn’t know how Mrs. Johnson got her information but assumed she 
consulted Whittier Democrats. The recommendation, he added, went to the 
party’s state committee, whence it was communicated to the Democratic dele- 
gation in the U.S. House of Representatives. This group in turn passed the 
word to the Post Office Department. He then read from a letter dated March 
19 from Assistant Postmaster General Joseph J. Lawler that stated Mitchener 
would be appointed acting postmaster on July 31. 

In other words, it was pretty well cut and dried. I voiced a question raised 
by fellow Whittierites: would the wishes of Whittier’s Congressman Patrick 
Hillings and favorite son Senator Richard M. Nixon be taken into account? 
“Tf a congressman in your district is not a Democrat, he has nothing to say 
about it,’ Richards said. ““And for as long as I have known, there has never 
been a recommendation of ours disregarded. 

“Tf there were no acceptable Democrat,” he added, “a Republican might 
get the recommendation. It is our job as part of the administration party to 
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put up good men.” When I asked what would happen to a Democratic post- 
master if a Republican administration were elected in 1952, he said, “It’s 
hard to tell if he would be forced out, but a hostile administration would make 
it very difficult for him.” 

Later, Mrs. Johnson told me, as chairman of the 50th Assembly District 
Democratic Committee, that the seven-man elective group had indeed for- 
warded Mitchener’s recommendation. “Candidates for the job are judged 
on the contribution they can make to good government,” she said. She added 
that in the past Republicans had asked her for jobs. I was then referred 
to Whittier’s Mrs, Albert D. Garrabrant, the local member of the committee 
chairmanned by Mrs. Johnson. She said she had recommended Mitchener but 
was vague about whether she took into account the opinions of other local 
Democrats. I mentioned that some Whittier Republicans thought a Republican 
aspirant might have a chance because of Nixon. Her comment was, “If Nixon 
should be so politically silly as to make an issue of a local postmastership, 
we would go to bat for our privileges.”” On the other hand, if the G.O.P. wins 
in 1952, “we'll all be out.” 

Meanwhile, I wanted to find out how the Republicans felt about it because 
I thought they might seize the occasion of the vacant postmastership to get 
in a few good licks for a merit system and a few cracks at traditional pat- 
ronage. But the licks and cracks were not forthcoming. No one, to be sure, 
would deny that he favored strict civil service appointments but I had the 
impression that these people would have been equally fearless in coming out 
strongly for motherhood, veterans’ rights or National Be Kind to Animals 
Week. I felt that in Republican, as in Democratic circles there was a general 
acceptance of patronage as a political fact of life. “They'll get it when they’re 
in,” one Democrat told me, “just as we get it while we’re in.” 

A Rabbit, Maybe 

Despite the cut-and-dried aspect of Mitchener’s appointment, as reflected 
in Democratic circles, some Republicans—McConnell among them—seemed 
to think that a rabbit still might be pulled from a G.O.P. hat. McConnell 
permitted me to read what he considered a significant passage in the Postal 
Laws and Regulations, 1948; part 137.2 (a): ‘“Postmasters . . . shall be 
appointed and may be removed by the President by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate.” 

I inferred that he inferred that Dick Nixon might yet have a chance to 
put in his two bits, an inference apparently concurred in by other Whittier 
Republicans—with the notable exception of Nixon himself. In a letter (repro- 
duced here) to Whittier attorney S. G. Knupp, who had endorsed McConnell 
for Stonesipher’s job, Nixon takes a position that I do not entirely understand.

This is letter received by local lawyer who suggested H. G. McConnell for post- 
master’s job. Similar letters were received by others who wrote. 
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He refers, perhaps ruefully, to “these patronage matters.” Yet I have the 
impression that he implies that he would do something for McConnell if he 
could (if there were a Republican administration), thus implicitly disregard- 
ing the fact that the appointment of postmasters is governed by civil service. 

Because I wanted to learn the official procedure on the filling of the post- 
mastership, I called one of the men who is the indirect superior of Whittier’s 
postmaster, This was Fred W. Leben, a postal inspector who works out of 
the Pasadena post office. He declared categorically that before a permanent 
appointment is made, the aspirants must take a competitive civil service exam. 
Furthermore, he said, the eventual appointee must score among the three 
highest in order to qualify for the post. 
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This illuminating dispatch appeared in the Los Angeles Times, February 5. 


That, I thought, cleared the air somewhat until I determined that there 
are only three announced aspirants for the job: Mitchener, McConnell and 
Chester E. Mills, now assistant postmaster and a veteran of 36 years of postal 
service. Mills, nominally a Republican, told me he had as much chance as 
an iceberg in — well, the tropics, to get the job, but that he intended to take 
the exam for his own satisfaction. He noted that the exam is open to anyone, 
in or out of the department. 

It then occurred to me that Republicans McConnell and Mills might not 
be wishing for the moon. Suppose the Republicans take over in 1952 and 
the Democratic postmaster is eased out (he’s appointed for life but my so- 
phisticated informants tell me there are ways to make the job untenable for 
a man who belongs to the wrong party). In this event, the G.O.P. presumably 
would give the job to the best, or most loyal, or most popular Republican in 
town—perhaps even to a post office employee! 

When the three take their exam, McConnell will enjoy a five-point ad- 
vantage (with grading done on a 100-point-perfect basis) because he is a 
veteran. Mills should enjoy the advantage of having had a chance to learn more 
about the post office business than the other two. Mitchener, who can point 
to almost 28 years in the service himself, will enjoy the enviable advantage 
of being the only Democratic aspirant. I kind of hope the results of the exam 
are made. public. 

Incidentally, the job pays about $5400 annually, plus longevity, and the 
pay is based on the volume of ‘postal receipts (about $346,000 last year). It 
calls for supervision of a force of 110 men and maintenance of 50 delivery 
routes. Aside from that, the job may not be too demanding: I know of an 
upstate postmaster who runs a prosperous weekly newspaper on the side. I 
doubt if there is any possibility of this occurring in Whittier: there are already 
too many hungry newspapermen in town. 

Pollak for Postmaster—huh? 

Oh, it’s been a lark, this inquiry into where the law ends and politics begins, 
this adieu to my political innocence. There’s been all the byplay of high-level 
diplomacy: muttered conversatioris concluding with the afterthought, “This 
is off the record, of course,’”’ an annoying number of people caught in lies be- 
cause their stories didn’t jibe with those of their associates, and the usual 
measure of character assasination preceded by the words, “I never say any- 
thing bad about anybody, but—.”’ How fantastic could it get? One person 
whispered that three different sources told him that 7 was after the job! 

Neither friends, constituents, practical jokers nor wild horses could Jand 
me in the job. But listen: strictly off the record, I’m going to reveal—for the 
first time in any Whittier publication—my own cunning scheme to keep any 
political nominee from getting the plum. The final gesture of a despairing 
idealist, you’ll say. Perhaps—but here’s my plan: I have recruited three of 
the brightest postal employees in Southern California—postal geniuses, you 
might call them—to take the exam. They’re a cinch to cop the first three 
places. That will push any political aspirants into the chill of fourth, fifth 
and sixth places, where they can’t qualify for the appointment, according to 
civil service. 

However, with my new-found political wisdom, I am realistic enough to 
understand that one of them might get the job anyway. In that event, shattered 
ideals crunching under foot, I shall don sackcloth and ashes and mourn the 
innocence J lost at the corner of Washington and Bailey.

Only Some of Whittier’s Polio Cases Get In 


Anyone can “get’’polio. 

Most think of it as a children’s disease, but cases of polio attacking people 
over 70 are known. 

And everyone can do something about it, too. 

One of the simplest ways is to contribute to various polio and infantile par- 
alysis funds drives. Most famous, of course, is the March of Dimes which 
comes along each January. Closer to home, perhaps, and of equal worth, is 
the drive for funds for the Ruth Home-Elizabeth Kenny Institute, 4039 
Gilman Rd., El Monte. 

This is the only institution west of Minneapolis giving the complete Kenny 
treatment for poliomyelitis and it gives it within its capacity to anyone, 
regardless of race, color, creed, or ability to pay. It is now seeking $300,000. 
The funds will be used to nearly triple the hospital’s bed capacity, to establish 
clinical’work in other Southern California institutions, to further research, 
grant scholarships for therapist training, and so on. 

When the so-called Sister Kenny treatments for polio first were advocated 
in this country, some pretty interesting arguments arose, but they mostly were 
precipitated by the personalities involved. The medical profession now has 
generally accepted many features of the Kenny treatment for polio and many 
hospitals and other institutions pursue the Kenny approach in part, at least, 
as a matter of course. The Ruth Home-Elizabeth Kenny institute receives 
$18 a day from the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis for each

patient approved by the foundation for financial assistance. But many other 
patients cannot pay anything like that and the institution permits them to 
pay only what they can, in some cases only a token sum or nothing at all. 
Expenses for these people must be met by your contributions. 

The institution consists of seven buildings spaced on an attractively planted 
15 acres. It has beds for 29 patients and always is filled to capacity, besides 
treating some 300 who call regularly at its out-patient clinic. 

One patient stayed at the home only eight days; others have been there 
since the institution opened in August, 1950. The average treatment period 
probably is about 59 days. Dr. Robert Bingham is senior therapist but there 
are some 40 doctors on the staff—not all full time, of course. Funds from 
this spring’s drive will provide for 51 more beds, now badly needed. Most 
patients come to the institution from the Los Angeles General Hospital, which 
has the only contagion ward for polio in this area, and are accepted by Ruth 
Home-Elizabeth Kenny Institute once they are through the “contagious period.” 
The only requirements for entry are that a patient has passed this danger 
point and that there be room for him at the institute. 

Many Whittier patients are sent there, as accompanying photos show. More 
probably would go if there were room. Within a few years, the institute hopes 
to expand its facilities to 300 beds or more, according to Mrs. Wilson McConnell, 
executive assistant, but this will require considerable more equipment than 
now is available—and of course, equipment costs money. The money comes 
from you.

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Election Practically Rocks High School 


Colorful political posters enlivened the quad during ‘‘election week.”

Whittier high school has it all over the United States—politically speaking. 

For one thing, it elects a government each year. Even better, its political 
campaigns begin and end in a single week. And the voter turnout! If the 
Democrats and Republicans could count on 60 percent of the electorate casting 
a ballot, how different would the campaigns be! 

Most of the faculty agreed with one who, after the election, opined that 
“Gf the students would show a tenth the interest in their studies they showed 
in this campaign, they’d make like geniuses.” But of course they never will. 
It’s just more fun electing officers for the 1951-52 Associated Student Body. 

A record number, 1,593, arrived at the polls. Only 54 percent of the under- 
classmen made it (the rest still need to be zeroed in, apparently), but 63 per- 
cent of the juniors and 65 percent of the seniors voted, proving their interest 
in next year’s student government. 

The campaign exploded Monday, April 23, with a nominating assembly at 
which candidates and their managers made platform promises which prompted 
Cardinal and White editor Karin Nordstrom to predict that “if a third of the 
candidates’ promises are fulfilled, WUHS ought to be bustling by September, 
1951.” By noon-time many posters were already up in the quad, and still more 
were added later. They were good, but the publicity gags the candidates thought 
up were even better. 

Hadacol endorsements urged all loyal Cards to elect Dick Samson vice 
president.

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The northeast corner of Whittier is the city’s oldest residential section and, 
for the most part, contains few new homes. Thus it is something of a surprise 
for the visitor to see the sweeping modern lines of the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
Merrill G. Barmore at 440 N. Painter, less than a block away from Whittier’s 
oldest house. 

There is, however, a good reason for the Barmore home to be. where it is. 
When one of the two telephones next to the doctor’s bed rings in the wee 
hours, it takes him only five minutes to dress, open the motor-driven garage 
door and drive to Murphy Memorial Hospital, less than four blocks away. 
Before the Barmores moved into their new home 18 months ago, they lived 
high on Terrace Place, and the doctor’s bedroom-to-surgery time was closer 
to three minutes. 

Now, Dr. Barmore has to sprint an estimated 68 feet from bed to car 
because the house is exceptionally spacious. Designed and built by the Whit- 
tier architect-builders Riley and Levanas, its 3600 sq. ft. are gracefully 
sprawled on a 115 x 140-ft. lot. There are four bedrooms, all presently in- 
habited by the Barmores and their three daughters, though the forthcoming 
marriage of the eldest will permit one of them to become what it was originally 
intended to be—a den. 

A useful part of the one-story home is a 19 x 28-ft. rumpus room located 
a maximum distance from the living quarters and well back from the street. 
There, the girls can entertain more or less decorous teen-age friends without 
danger of damaging anything more than a few picture windows. 

Mrs. Barmore achieved a longstanding ambition in the design of the unique 
dining room. An entire wall is made up of large cupboards that contain the 
essentials for formal table service, including space for vertically hung table 
linen and extra table leaves. No knobs or pulls protrude from the papered 
panels; they spring open. when pressed inward. 

Surely the envy of many a Whittier housewife are two other features 
tailored to Mrs. Barmore’s ideas. One is a master bedroom sewing alcove that 
can be completely concealed behind wide closet-like doors in an instant, 
thus saving the user the time-consuming task of uncluttering after each bout 
with the sewing machine. The other is an efficient utility room containing 
automatic washer, clothes dryer, ironer, freezer, double laundry tubs and an 
abundance of cabinets. 

Cabinets and drawers are, in fact, plentiful throughout the house. The 
kitchen and breakfast room together boast some 23 drawers and 28 cabinets, 
so ideally there is no reason why everything should not be properly stored 
in the Barmore home, or at least as well as circumstances and three daughters 
permit,

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CHAMPION FUDGE CAKE 


Gay Muller, 10 years old, was taught by her mother two months ago to make 
this cake. That was at her home, 11523 E. Keith Dr. 

The second time she made one, she entered it in a cake baking contest at 
the Whittier Community Fair. She won first prize. 

“JT got a nice mixing bowl, a salad bag, four little salad bags and a lot of 
other things,” she said. ‘““Someone else ate the cake because I was in school 
and didn’t get to go to the fair myself.” 

And the third cake she baked is pictured above. Here is how she made it: 

She took: 1/2 cup crisco, 1 1/4 cup sugar, 1/2 tsp salt, 1 tsp vanilla, 2 
eggs, 2ozs chocolate, 1 3/4 cup cake flour (sifted) 1 1/2 tsp baking powder; 
1/4 tsp soda, 1 cup milk. Blend crisco, sugar, salt, vanilla and eggs. Stir in 
chocolate (melted). Sift flour with baking powder and soda and add alter- 
nately with milk. Bake at 350 degrees for 50 minutes. This recipe fills two 
8-inch layers. For magic white icing: 

Take 1/3 cup water, 1 tbp light corn syrup, 1 cup sugar, 1/4 tsp cream of 
tartar, 1/4 tsp salt, 1 egg white, 1 tsp vanilla. Place all ingredients except 
vanilla and egg white in small saucepan. Put over fire and stir until sugar is 
melted completely. Beat egg white with electric beater at high speed until it 
begins to hold shape (up to a minute). Pour hot syrup gradually into bowl in 
fine stream. Add vanilla and continue beating about 5 minutes until icing 
loses shiny appearance and will stand in stiff peaks. Spread on layer cake at 
once. This makes a soft icing, which will not grain, Gay said.

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| CHAMPION FUDGE CAKE 


Gay Muller, 10 years old, was taught by her mother two months ago to make 
_ this cake. That was at her home, 11523 E. Keith Dr. 
\ The second time she made one, she entered it in a cake baking contest at 
_ the Whittier Community Fair. She won first prize. 

“T got a nice mixing bowl, a salad bag, four little salad bags and a lot of 
| other things,” she said. “Someone else ate the cake because I was in school 
tae didn’t get to go to the fair myself.” 

And the third cake she baked is pictured above. Here is how she made it: 

She took: 1/2 cup crisco, 1 1/4 cup sugar, 1/2 tsp salt, 1 tsp vanilla, 2 

‘eggs, 20zs chocolate, 1 3/4 cup cake flour (sifted) 1 1/2 tsp baking powder; 
1/4 tsp soda, 1 cup milk. Blend crisco, sugar, salt, vanilla and eggs. Stir in 
chocolate (melted). Sift flour with baking powder and soda and add alter- 
nately with milk. Bake at 350 degrees for 50 minutes. This recipe fills two 
'8-inch layers. For magic white icing: 
_ Take 1/3 cup water, 1 tbp light corn syrup, 1 cup sugar, 1/4 tsp cream of 
tartar, 1/4 tsp salt, 1 egg white, 1 tsp vanilla. Place all ingredients except 
' vanilla and egg white in small saucepan. Put over fire and stir until sugar is 
melted completely. Beat egg white with electric beater at high speed until it 
begins to hold shape (up to a minute). Pour hot syrup gradually into bowl in 
fine stream. Add vanilla and continue beating about 5 minutes until icing 
loses shiny appearance and will stand in stiff peaks. Spread on layer cake at 
once. This makes a soft icing, which will not grain, Gay said.
